While, it is not charged that he lives 
in polygamona relation, it Is claimed 
by hia prooaoatora ttet the church 
winks at. If It do«a not •aeoarace, 
the practice of polygamy. Tala la de- 
nied, and the qnastton becomea rath- 
er techniial. It does appear from the 
outside that the Mormon church ex- 
ercises undue influence in elections, 
wherever the church predominates, 
but whether the church's influence, 
and Reed Bmoot'a relations to the 
church are such as to diaqualify lilm. 
Is a question that most newspapers 
and people will decide according to 
their political bent, and the Intoler- 
ance of their reliRldUs belief.

"As far as 1 am concerned, and I 
think I voice tae sentiments of the 
other butchers, I would suggest that 
rigid ralaa for tha AMltary conduct 
of slaaghtar hoaaaa te appfored by 
the board of haalth and sufBclently 
heavy flnaa te latposad as a penalty 
to insure the practical application of 
the rules. Their objection to the 
slaughter houses in the city, is that 
they are a nuisance. I.>arge pacldng 
houses are situated In the heart of 
big cMea aad It ought to te poaalble 
to regaiata tkam la Padncah ao that 
they would not be objectionable. 

"Take my position for instance, Tf 
I am ordered to move mv slauRhter 
house into th" (nuiitry two miles or 
more, it wili necessitate my moving 
to the country also, because I must 
te near It. Connected witji ma are 
thrae tanHlaa. which woaM hare to 
mom ont alao. aad ttet would throw 
three of my honas vacant Tha aaai* 
thing would be necessary for many 
other butchers In the city. 

"We have no quarrel with the 
members of the board of health.They 
doubtless are doing tteir datjr' as 
they see it. The only thing is, we 
think we have Interests which it 
seems are beinR neodless'y Bacrlfic- 
ed. I want to conduct my busini'ss in 
a sanitary way and am wllllni? to 
abide bv the rules they lay down."

But It Is in the latter city that 
he h, the ^roate8tm^^,,^.J;o^k 
specificaiiy, ii-t us take tte oaae of a 
cobbler. He has learned hl^ trade 
In his own country. He haa scarcely 
set foot in that c'.i>, when he rents a 
dingy little room in close proximity 
to a white shoemaker who haa been 
esUbliehed In that location for many 
years, "then the Uttle brown man 
puts up his sign and announces his 
scale of'pflc'es. A pernaai of the lat- 
ter shows that he asks about one- 
half the amount charged by his white 
neighbor for similar work. Gradu- 
ally his bualneas increases, while that 
of hia white nelghlbor diminlahea. 
The white man, with a white man's 
habit* of living, trying to bring up his 
nttle family decently and honestly, 
trying if you please, to give his child- 
ren the benefit ot a good education, 
finds that he has been brought face 
to face with an alien competitor whose 
material wants are few, and who can 
subalet on fare on which a Caucasian 
would starve. He tries to stand It 
for a while, but sooner or later, when 
he sees ihe blam he,l faces of his llf- 
tli' ones, when he begins to realize 
that he cannot provide for them as 
has been his wont, the iron enters 
hia soul. He begins to understand 
that thhi unequal competition means 
that ha muat come down to the Jap- 
aneae'e standard of living or he must 
quit the nelghboroood In which he 
has been estab'islud these many years 
to begin anew the struggle for ex- 
istence in .some other .section whi(li 
toe little brown man has not ae yet 
invaded.

As far as 1 am concerned, and 
think I voioa the santlaianu' of' tha 
other batchan, I would suggeat that 
rigid ralea for the eaniUry conduct 
of slaughter houses be approved by 
the board of health and .suffl, ientlj 
neavy fines be impose, 1 as a in nalty 
to insure the practical application of 
the rules. Their objection to the 
slaughter houses In the city, is that 
they are a naisance. Large paeking 
fcoaasa ara sitaatad In the heart of 
big etMea and it ought to be possible 
o regulate them In Paducah so that 
hey would not be objectionable. 
"T.ik.' niy position for Instance. If 
am ordered to move my slaughter 
house into the country two miles or 
more, it will necessitate my moving 
to tha eoaatry also, because I must 
be near It. Oonaaetad with me are 
three fhmlllaa. which would have to 
move out alsa. and that woold throw 
three of my houses vacant. The same 
thing would be necessary for man 
other butchers in the city. 

"We have no quarrel with the 
members of the hoard of health. They 
doubtless are dobrg their duty as 
they see It. The only thing Is. we 
think we have Interests which It 
seems are being needlessly sacriflc 
ed. T want to conduct my business In 
a sanitary way and am willing to 
abide bv the rules they lay down.

To speak 
specifically, let us take the case of a 
cobbler. He has learned his trade 
in hia own country. He has scarcely 
set foot In that c!t>, when he rents a 
dingy little room in close proximity 
to a white shoemaker who haa been 
establiahed in that Uxatlon for many 
years. Then the little brown man 
puts UJI his sign and announces his 
scale of prices. A pernaai of the lat- 
ter shows that he aaks about one- 
half the amount charged by hia white 
neighbor tor similar work. Oradu- 
ally hia business increases, while that 
of hie white neighbor diminishes. 
The white man, with a white man's 
habits of living, trying to briiif; uji his 
Mttle family decently an 1 ' iu. 
trying if you plesae, to give liis chilil- 
ren tha benefit ot a good education, 
finds that he has been brought face 
to face with an alien competitor whoee 
material wants are tew, and who can 
subsist on fare on which a Caucasian 
would starve. Hi' tries to stand It 
for a while, but sooner or later, when 
he sees the blanched faces of his lit- 
tle ones, when he begins to realise 
that be cannot provide for tham as 
has been hia wont, the Iron enters 
his soul. He begins to understand 
that thie unequal competi'lnn - 
that he must come down lo tli. i.i,, 
anesc's standard of living or he must 
quit the nelghbornood in which he 
has been established these many years 
to begin anew the struggle for ex- 
istence in some other section which 
the little brown man has not as yei 
i nvadod. 

I have not overdrawn the picture. 
It haa its counterpart In practically 
every street In San Francisco. It is 
such conditions that ultimately lead 
to bloodshed and race riot. We want, 
by all means, to avoid anything of 
that kind. We are* peaceable, law- 
abiding' citizens, but we want the 
.lapan^'se coolie kept out of our State. 
Nor do we tnluk we are unreasonable 
in our demand. If similar conditions 
confronted the citizens of Massachut- 
etls, we feel confident that they, too. 
would feel a* we do. The Japanese 
in his native laud Is a great fisher- 
man. Suppose 10,000 ot these Jap- 
anese fishermen dhouid settle near 
Gloucester and embark In the cod- 
fishing industry. Would the Gloueec 
ter fisbermen stand for It with equan- 
imity, or would they, like their breth 
ren In California, raise their voices 
in indignant protest? And so with 
every other community and every 
other •:>!ass of workmen.
